3. Krauser's school has about one thousand students and about 25 teachers. Classes 
are quite irregular from 7:00 AM to various times in the afternoon. Sometimes 
classes.are held during evening hours. Students usually remain in one classroom 
all day, except for periods requiring laboratory work. 


Me After school hours, students are required to work to help clean up rubble as the 
results of World War IIT bombings. Each student is given a stamp for each three 
hours of work performed. When a student has acquired 150 stamps, they can be 
exchanged for living q uarters or other necessities. The 150 stamps are equal 
to about 500 German Marks, but the stamps cannot be exchanged for money. 
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
